On Monday, May 25, 1992, at approximately 2315 hours members of the United States Park Police 
received a report of a shooting in East Potomac Park (Haines Point). When units arrived on the scene 
they observed an unidentified black male lying on the ground northbound on Ohio Drive between the 
14th Street Bridge and the HOV Express Lane of I-395 suffering from a single gunshot wound to the 
chest. D.C.F.D Ambulance #24 manned by Boswell and Montgillion responded to the scene, but found 
no signs of life. The decedent remained on the scene and was later identified as Chet Hunter 
Matthews. 

Chet Hunter Matthews was pronounced dead at 0150 hours on Tuesday May 26, 1992 by Dr, 
Sergeant of staff at D C. General Hospital, and his body was transported to the D C. Medical 
Examiners Office pending an autopsy.

On Tuesday, May 26 1992, an autopsy was performed on the remains of Chet Hunter Matthews by 
Deputy Medical Examiner Carol McMahon. The autopsy revealed that the decedent suffered a single 
shotgun wound to the chest Dr. Carol McMahon ruled the cause of death, shotgun wound of torso 
and the manner of death to be homicide. 

An investigation was conducted into this offense, and a witness was interviewed, who will hereafter 
be referred to as W-1 , for purposes of this warrant. W-1 stated that IT was present in East Potomac 
Park on May 25, 1992, in the area of the park that is between the 14th Street Bridge and the HOV 
Express Lane of I -395 span. W-1 stated that IT observed several black males in a grassy area. W-1 
further stated that IT then heard a single gunshot from where the black males were standing. W-1 
stated that after IT heard the single gunshot; IT observed the same black males run, get into a red car 
and drive away at a high rate of speed. 

Subsequently, members of the Metropolitan Police Department interviewed a witness, who will 
hereafter be referred to as W-2. W-2 admitted that on Monday, May 25. 1992, IT was in the area of 
the Kemper Road, Arlington. Virginia* and was present in a vehicle along with several individuals. 
W-2 admitted that on May 25, 1992, IT and an individual known to IT as Lamont Terry planned to 
commit a robbery. According to W-2, they decided to commit the robbery in the area of Haines Point 
Park, Washington, DC. W-2 observed Lamont Terry armed with a doubled barreled sawed-off 
shotgun in order to carry out the robbery. W-2, Lamont Terry and the other subject's then drove to 
Haines Point Park in a red four (4) door Subaru. 

According to W-2, once inside of the park, they approached a dark colored Nissan Maxima occupied 
by a man and a woman. W-2 observed Lamont Terry who was armed with the shotgun, order the 
man out of the car, while W-2 and the other individuals made the woman lie down on the ground. 
W-2 and the others then searched the car for valuables. 

W-2 stated that Lamont Terry, removed the man from the car and walked the man to a grassy area 
and demanded property from the man. W-2 then observed Lamont Terry shoot the man with the 
shotgun while the man was on his knees. W-2 stated that Lamont Terry attempted to hand IT the gun 
but IT would not take the gun from Terry. W-2 stated that it observed Lamont Terry throw the gun 
into the water. W-2 stated IT, Lamont Terry, and the other subjects got back into the red four (4) door 
Subaru and drove away. 

W-2 has known Lamont Terry for over one year and would see Lamont Terry on a daily basis in May 
of 1992. W-2 was shown a photo spread consisting of nine black and white photographs. W-2 
viewed the photo spread and then selected the 7th photograph and stated "That's Lamont Terry". 
When asked what did he do. W-2 stated "He shot the dude with the shotgun^he7t[^hotograph 
W-2 selected was that of Lamont D. Terry with a date of birth of, 9-27-74^^^^^^^^ and FBI# 
849632RA1. 

W-2 has pled guilty to participating in the robbery and homicide described in this affidavit and has 
agreed to cooperate.
